Washington, Feb. 7.—Director Gen­ 
eral Hines explained to the senate 
interstate commerce committee that 
in regrouping the railroads according 
to his proposed permanent regional 
organization uuder private manage­ 
ment, he woiiTd include one or two 
big systems as the backbone for each 
group. 
This grouping would have to 
be determined by some governmental 
tribunal, not by congress, and in gen­ 
eral he considered it unwise to divide 
big existing systems. 
For example, Mr. Hines suggested 
that 
one 
regional 
corporation 
be 
formed with the New York Central 
and 
New 
England 
systems, 
and 
smaller lines naturally grouping with 
them, and another of the Pennsylva­ 
nia and Baltimore and Ohio, with 
smaller roads now physically associ­ 
ated with them. In this way, he said, 
six or more regional 
corporations 
would be created throughout tin* coun­ 
try, with more uniform strength than 
a 
multitude of smaller companies 
with widely varying strength.
